The Montreal (Canada) Witness gives this 
description of the effects of a recent explosion 
of dnaliu in that place: The whole country 
round swayed to and fro; It mover! like a 
thing of life, and nature was convulsed as lf 
by a severo earthquake. 
Doors were burst 
open a mile away, dishes rattled in the cup­ 
boards, and people rushed wildly out of doors 
to find out the matter. The detonation was 
truly terrible; It rang from hill to hill, and as 
it struck one point of woods after another It 
sent back reverberation after reverberation, 
until it gradually died away in tho distance; 
it tore the building out from the very’founda­ 
tion, and the timbers composing the founda­ 
tion wore shivered and broken into fragments, 
and what a few hours since was a beautiful 
building, is now a complete wreck, scattered 
over many acres of land. Large trees ad­ 
jacent to the building were cut down, and a 
road was actually mowed into the bush by 
the flying debris; here and there posts were 
found imbedded Sn tho ground, while others 
went careering end over end, tearing up 
ground and leveling bushes and small trees 
in their course. 
A bar of iron ten feet long 
was carried over thirty rods arid buried half 
its length in mother earth, and the two un- 
fortunate young men who were working In 
the building were literally torn to atoms.— 
Their mangled corpses lay spread over many 
roils or ground, here a piece and there a piece, 
while on limbs and bushes, and in the tops of 
tall trees, might be seen dangling remnants 
of tho clothing they wore. 
The scalp of one 
of them was found in the top of a birch tree, 
urn! the top many roils from the scene of Hie 
disaster. 
Iu every direction pieces of flesh 
and bowels might be seen banging on the 
bushes. 
Their bones were ground Into frag­ 
ments, and not a vestige of some of the limbs 
can be found.

The Swedish government has on several oc­ 
casions undertaken to bring up young Lapps, 
in the hopes that they might at a future time 
facilitate) tile transition of their tribes from 
their nomadic habits to .the more advanced 
coaditiou of the Axed population. 
But it has 
been lost labor; in almost every instance in­ 
stinct has prevailed over education. 
A story 
is told of oue of these young men who, by 
his piety and his application, titled himself for 
admission into the runks of the Swedish cler­ 
gy, aud then, filled with patriotic zeal, re­ 
joined his tribes that lie might shell abroad 
among them the light of religion and civiliza­ 
tion. 
But, far from his converting them, he 
abandoned tho Bible for the wallet, and tim 
preacher's surplice for the rags oi the nomad. 
So it is with tim native chiefs who are brought 
up In the Franco-Anb schools. 
Hardly are 
they installed among their tribes, than, with a 
few exceptions,they return to the manners,the 
prejudices, the vices, and the virtues of their 
people, na if they had never quitted the wilds 
of Ambia or the frontiers of Soudan. 
It must 
be acknowledged that after more than forty 
years of political subjection, the nomad sys­ 
tem of Algeria has not been iuflncnced in tim 
I u*! by contact with European manners.—

They do much belter than they did 
when I changed pastures once a week; they 
now have a change of food every day instead 
of once a week.

with them, Tim time, I think, is not far dis­ 
tant w heu soiling cattle will be the most profi­ 
table where most of Hie farm eau be cultiva­ 
ted.

C e le r y . 
Celery is a native of Britain, and in its wild 
state is known by the name of smailage. There 
arc several varieties of cultivated celery, the 
red is coarser and harder than the white, and 
is very good for stews and soups. Tire blanch­ 
ed footstalks of the leaves are the parts used 
as an esculent 
The Italians take the un- 
hluncbed leaves for soup, while the seeds 
aloue will communicate au agreeable flavor 
to certain culinary preparations. 
Celeraic or 
tnriiip-rooted celery is more hardy than the 
upright kinds, and the root only is used. 
It 
attains a considerable size, particularly in 
Germany, where it is esteemed as an ingredi­ 
ent, or by itself. 
A choice salad is made of 
the root, which is boiled, sliced when cold, 
aud mixed with oil aud vinegar. 
It is oc­ 
casionally Imported from Hamburg to Eng­ 
land. 


m o o d u s rn F e r ti liz e r . 
From our Western exchanges we learu that 
the farmers of that section are at present ex­ 
perimenting with what has been until within 
a short time past considered ono of the many 
waste substances. 
It has not generally been 
considered that the blood of swine or cattle 
could be so utilized as to be made valuable to 
the farmer na a fertilizer; but it seems the 
pork-packcrs of Wisconsin, especially those 
in and about Milwaukee, are doing a consider­ 
able business in the way of granulating the 
blood of the swine which they slaughter, and 
selling the same to the farmers lo be used aa 
a fertilizer. 
The blood, when granulated, re­ 
sembles powder, being almost os black aud 
flue grained, aud will undoubtedly prove val­ 
uable lo the farming community in geoeral.

T lie W o r k o f D u a l t n . 
The Montreal (Canada) Witness gives this 
description of the effects of a recent explosion 
of dnalln In that place: 
The whole country 
round swayed to and fro; It moved like a 
thing of life, and nature was couvulsed as if 
by a severe earthquake. 
Door3 were burst 
open a mile away, dishes rattled In the cup­ 
boards, and people rushed wildly out of doors 
to find out the matter. 
The detonation was 
truly terrible; It rang from hill to hill, and as 
it struck one point of woods after another It 
sent back reverberation after reverberation, 
until it gradually died away in tho distance; 
it tore the building out from the very;founda­ 
tion, and the timbers composing the founda­ 
tion were shivered and broken into fragments, 
and what a few hours since was a beautiful 
building, is now a complete wreck, scattered 
over many acres of land. Large trees ad­ 
jacent to the. building were cut down, and a 
road was actually mowed into the bush by 
the flying debris; here and there posts were 
found imbedded in the ground, w hile others 
went careering end over end, tearing up 
ground and leveling bushes and small trees 
in their course. 
A bar of iron ten feet long 
was carried over thirty rods and buried half 
its length in mother earth, and the two un­ 
fortunate young men who were working in 
the building were literally torn to atom s.— 
Their mangled corpses lay spread over many 
rods of ground, here a piece and there a piece, 
while on limbs and bushes, and in the tops of 
tail trees, might be seen dangling remnants 
of the clothing they wore. 
The scalp of one 
of them was found in the top of a birch tree, 
and the top many rods from the scene of the 
disaster. 
In every direction pieces of flesh 
and bowel3 might be seen hanging on the 
bushes. 
Their bones were ground into frag­ 
ments, and not a vestige of some of the limbs 
can be found. 


T h e. I.upps a n d th e A iabs. 
The Swedish government has on several oc­ 
casions undertaken to bring up young Lapps, 
in the hopes that they might at a future time 
facilitate the transition of their tribes from 
their nomadic habits to Ltbe more advanced 
condition of the fixed population. 
But it has 
been lost labor; in almost evory instance in­ 
stinct has prevailed over education. 
A story 
is told of one of these young men who, by 
bis piety and his application, fitted himself for 
admission into the ranks of the Swedish cler­ 
gy, and then, filled with patriotic zeal, re­ 
joined his tribes that he might shed abroad 
among them tue light of religion and civiliza­ 
tion. 
But, far from his converting them, he 
abandoned tho Bible for the wallet, and the 
preacher's surplice for Hie rags oi the nomad. 
So it is with the native chiefs who are brought 
up in the Franco-Arab schools. 
Hardly are 
they installed among their tribes, than, with a 
few exceptions,they return to the manners,the 
prejudices, the vices, and the virtues of their 
people, as if they had never quitted the wilds 
of Arabia or the frontiers of Soudan. 
It must 
be acknowledged that after more than forty 
years of political subjection, the nomad sys­ 
tem of Algeria has not been infloenced in the 
least by contact witb European manners.—

K in d n e s s to C a ttiv . 
A .Massachusetts farmer says, in regard to 
the management of cattle: 
“My cattle like 
my company. 
When in the pasture they will 
follow me until I leave the lot, and, as a gen­ 
eral rule, they come up to the barn-yard every 
night about sunset, and, in their way, call for 
a lock of hay. 
Though I give them all they 
want, they lake but a few mouthfuls, which 
satisfies them : and I am confident it does 
them a great deal of good. 
It keeps their 
bowels regular, and they thrive well and are 
happy. 
They do much better than they did 
when I changed pastures once a week: they 
now have a change of food every day instead 
of once a week. 
Cattle need kindness, aud 
they pay well for it. 
I can handle my steers 
and others as I please. 
They will come up to 
me while I am milking, and invite me to play 
with them. 
Tho time, I think, is not far dis­ 
tant when soiling cattle will be the most profi­ 
table where most of the farm can be cultiva­ 
ted. 
Provide a small lot for them to run in, 
eed fodder,save all the manure, and our farms 
will grow richer.”

When catching the ephemeridae that play 
above the water, the tail is not expanded; 
it is reserved for times of courtship. 
I have 
seen the female sitting quietly on a branch, 
and two males displaying their charms in 
front of her. 
One would shoot up like a rock­ 
et, then suddenly expanding the snow-white 
tail like an inverted parachute, slowly descend 
in front of her, turning round gradually to 
show oil' both back and front. 
The effect was 
lightened by the wings being invisible from 
a distance of a few yards, both from their 
great velocity of movement and from not hav­ 
ing the metallic luster of the rest of the body. 
The expanded white tail covered more space 
than all the rest of the bird, and was evident­ 
ly the grand feature in the performance. 
While one was descending, the other would 
shoot up and come slowly down expanded. 
The entertainment would end in a fight be­ 
tween the two performers: but whether the 
most beautiful or the most pugnacious was 
tho accepted suitor, I know not.—The N atur­ 
alist in Nicaragua. 


C elery. 
Celery is a native of Britain, and in its wild 
state is known by the name of smallage. There 
are several varieties of cultivated celery, the 
red is coarser and harder than the white, and 
is very good for stews and soups. Th'e blanch­ 
ed footstalks of the leaves are the parts used 
as an esculent. 
The Italians take the un 
blanched leaves for soup, while the seeds 
alone will qpmmunieate an agreeable flavor 
to certain culinary preparations. 
Celeraic or 
turnip-rooted celery is more hardy than the 
upright kinds, and the root only is used. 
It 
attains a considerable size, particularly in 
Germany, where it is esteemed as an ingredi 
ent, or by itself. 
A choice salad is made of 
the root, which is boiled, sliced when cold, 
and mixed with oil and vinegar. 
It is oc­ 
casionally Imported from Hamburg to En 
land. 


U lo ed a s a F e rtiliz e r. 
From our Western exchanges we learn that 
the farmers of that section are at present ex­ 
perimenting with what has been until within 
a short time past considered one of the many 
waste substances. 
It has not generally beeu 
considered that the blood of swine or cattle 
could be so utilized as to be made valuable to 
the farmer as a fertilizer; but it seems the 
pork-packers of Wisconsin, especially those 
in aud about Milwaukee, are doing a consider 
able business in the way of granulating the 
blood of the swine which they slaughter, and 
selling the same to the farmers to be used &b 
a fertilizer. 
The blood, wben granulated, re­ 
sembles powder, being almost as black and 
fino grained, and will undoubtedly prove val 
uable to the farming community in general,

S E N A T E . 
W a sh in g t o n , March fl. 
Mr. RAMSEY of Minnesota called up the 
resolution introduced by him on Wednesday 
last in regaid to cheap transportation and 
addressed the Senate in favor thereof. 
His 
argument was mainly devoted to the advocacy 
of improvement of tho Mississippi River trans­ 
portation route and tho establishment of a 
national double track freight railroad west to 
east. 
The morning hour having expired the Sen­ 
ate resumed consideration of the Centennial 
bill, the pending amendment be'.ug that of 
Stockton of New Jersey as additional instruc­ 
tions directing the committee to report in 
favor of an international exhibition. 
Mr. STOCKTON withdrew ids amendment 
after some discussion by Sargent and Scott. 
The question recurring on Frelingluiysen’s 
amcnument, instructing the Committee on 
A|>|n-oprialions to icport in favor of appropri­ 
ating a sum not to exceed $3.000,000lodelray 
the expenses of theexbibiliou,it was rejected— 
33 nays, 17 yeas. 
Tuc bill was then referred to the Committee 
on Appropriations without 
division. 
As 
amended and referred the bill is as follows: 
Be it enacted, etc., that the President be 
requested to extend a respectful and cordial 
invitation to the governors of each one of the 
United States to be represented and to take 
part in a national exhibition to be held at 
Philadelphia under the auspices of the govern­ 
ment of the United Stales in the year 187(i. 
The liquor commission bill was then taken 
up and passed without further debate—yeas 
20, nays 21. 
The Senate proceeded to the consideration 
of executive business and alter a few minutes 
adjourned till Monday. 
HOUSE. 
A large number of relief bills were passed. 
On motion of Mr. WOODFORD of New 
York the bill granting a iiension of thirty dol­ 
lars a month to Col. Edward Jurdine, who 
was wounded in the draft riots in New York 
at the time when he was actually mustered 
into service, was allowed to be reported by 
Mcllish of New York and was taken up and 
passed. 
Mr. COX of New- York introduced a bill to 
amend tbe Shipping Commissioners act.

_ He also presented a memorial of tho New 
York Academy of Medicine in favor of the hill 
to increase the efficiency of the medical de­ 
pan ment of the army. 
Similar petitions were 
presented by Woodford of New York. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts presented a 
resolution of the Massachusetts Legislature re­ 
scinding the resolution of censure against 
Senator Sumner. 
Mr. COE of New York asked aud obtained 
unanimous consent to introduce a bill reserv­ 
ing 10,‘ICO complete suits of army uniforms noi 
injured bv moth for the inmates of the Nation­ 
al Asylum for Disabled Soldiers. 
Mr. CONGER of Michigan introduced a bill 
to change the name of the ship Wm. M. Tweed 
to Newburgh.

The ministers of Newburgh are holding a 
series of temperance meetings at which they 
discuss the question in its d id -rent phases.— 
At their last meeting, which was held with 
Trinity M. E. Church, aud was presided over 
by Mayor Shutes, they discussed principally 
the laws relating to lite liquor traffic. 
“ Mayor Shutes gave bis experience in try­ 
ing t> enforce the laws in regard to the liquor 
trafiic duriug tho past two years. 
He said 
that in this endeavor he iud met with more 
opiiositiou from tho temperance |M*oplo them­ 
selves than any oilier people. Tins sluteineut 
might be thought strange, but it was true, 
and it was owing to the divisions that existed 
among the temperance people. 
The rumsell- 
ers were all united a* one man. 
Touch one 
of them aud you touch Hie whole class. 
But 
when a temperance man undertook to enforce 
tho laws, very often lie had to stand alone; 
there was no unity of sentiment aud puqiose 
among the temperance people, anil they often­ 
er hindered than helped the officers who want­ 
ed lo enforce the laws. 
They would find plen­ 
ty of officers to do their dure in ibis regard if 
they would devise some plan by which this 
could be done, and stand by the officer when 
be undertook to do it. 
“Rev. Andrew Longacre of Trinity spoke 
lo a resolution favoring a rigid enfin cement 
of the present license law. 
He considered 
the law wrong, but thought the best way to 
repeal it was to enforce it. 
He said the law 
did not nuke (be wrong, but it stamped it 
with Hie false title of rigid. 
It gavo the 
wrong llius canonized, thus hallowed,lite priv­ 
ileges of the right—the privileges all were 
bound to treat with respect, 
It did rn ire and 
worse than that—it gave the sanction of re­ 
spectability- -that lay ut the iouudation of 
public opinion and law. 
When ny a long pro­ 
cess Hurl) a traffic us this was legalized, pub­ 
lic opinion lay dead. 
People came to look 
upon the thing as right.

robbed a man. 
The damage which he did was

with that which the law legalize* when it al­ 
lows men to deal death to others.

At the lower and upper ends of the 
panel is the monogram, “ U. S.,” and in the 
corners forming the borders or' the note are 
figures, “ 10,” “X ,” “Ten,” elaborately orna­ 
mented with a scroll. 
On the right of the 
portrait is a large counter of geometrical 
lathe work, on the face of which is the figure 
X,” with the word “cents" engraved in black 
letters across its face. 
Over the counter is 
the title “United States,” ruled face, curved. 
The reverse of this note ba3 the usual legend 
engraved upon it und is printed in green;" the 
bluish fibre appearing on the left end of the 
back, instead of the face, as heretofore.—Al­ 
bany Express. 


T e m p e r a n c e in N e w b u r g h . 
The ministers of Newburgh are holding a 
series of temperance meetings at which they 
discuss the question in its different phases.— 
At their last meeting, which wa3 held with 
Trinity M. E. Church, aud was presided over 
by Mayor Shutes, they discussed principally 
the laws relating to the liquor traille. 
Mayor Shutes gave his experience in try­ 
ing t> enforce the laws iu regard to the liquor 
traffic during tho past two yoars. 
He said 
that in this endeavor he had met with more 
opposition from the temperance people them­ 
selves than any other people. Tnis statement 
might be thought strange, but it was true, 
and it wa3 owing to the divisions that existed 
among the temperance people. 
The rumsetl- 
ers were all united as onó man. 
Touch one 
of them and you touch llie whole class. 
But 
when a temperance man undertook to enforce 
the laws, very often he had to stand alone; 
there was no unity of sentiment and purpose 
among the temperance people, and they otten- 
er hindered than helped the officers who want­ 
ed to enforce the laws. 
They would find plen­ 
ty of officers to do their duty in this regard if 
they would devise some plan by which this 
could be done, and stand by the officer when 
be undertook to do it. 
“Rev. Andrew Longacre of Trinity spoke 
to a resolution favoring a rigid enfuicernent 
of the present license law. 
lie considered 
the law wroug, but thought the best way to 
repeal it was to enforce it. 
He said the law 
did nut make the wrong, but it stamped it 
with the false title of right. 
It gave the 
wrong thus canonized, thus hallowed,the priv­ 
ileges of the right—the privileges all were 
bound to treat with respect. 
It did more and 
worse than that—it gave tho sanction of re­ 
spectability- -that lay at the loundation of 
public opinion and law. 
When oy a long pro­ 
cess such a traffic us this was legalized, pub­ 
lic opinion lay dead. 
People came to look 
upon the thing as right. 
The money a man 
acquired in this way Was not as if he had 
robbed a man. 
The damage which he did was 
not us if he had shot a man in the street. 
Aud yet if you could go to houses in this city 
and see the sham a and the harm,and the woe, 
you would 
think 
robbery 
und 
murder 
merciful crimes, merciful privileges, compared 
with that which the law legalizes when it al­ 
lows men to deal death to others. 
“Remarks were made by Rev. Geo. H. 
Corey, Rev. W. H. G.e»3on, Rev. F. W. Hol­ 
land, Rev. Lvm.ni Abbott and Rev. J. R. 
Thompson. 
Resolutions were passed approv­ 
ing the Sunday Law, the Civil Damage Law, 
and expressing sympathy with the Ohio move­ 
ment.”
